WHEREAS, The Honorable Tom Craddick was inducted into the

WHEREAS, The Petroleum Hall of Fame, which is based at the
Permian Basin Petroleum Museum in Midland, honors individuals who
have made exceptional contributions to the development of the
petroleum industry or who have inspired others through their

WHEREAS, Representative Craddick eventually helped his party
gain the majority in the House for the first time in 130 years, and
he served as the first Republican speaker from 2003 to 2009; over
the course of a career spanning more than four decades, he has
served on numerous legislative committees, and he currently shares
his expertise as a member of the Energy Resources and State Affairs
Committees; and

WHEREAS, A graduate of Texas Tech University with both
bachelor's and master's degrees, he owns Craddick Properties, a

Midland investment business, and is president of Craddick, Inc.; he
